I just wanted to bring all of you up to date on the progress of the 
"38 Special" which is one of the two NorCal Dayton Building Contest Design 
Contest winners, the other being the "Rainbow Tuner". The "38 Special" was 
designed by Ori Mizrahi-Shalom, AC6AN and it is a 30 Meter Transceiver with 
a superhet receiver, offset, sidetone, and it puts out about 300 mW. There 
are options on the board for improved IF filter, RIT, 3-5 W out with an 
IRF510, and a TiCK keyer layout that provides for adding a keyer to the main 
board. NorCal is kitting the basic transceiver, and will have instructions 
for adding the mods, but they will not be part of the basic kit, which will 
sell for $25 plus $3 shipping and handling in the US, $5 shipping and 
handling DX. 

Yesterday, (Friday), Ori sent the files to the prototype board 
house. We are getting 6 prototype boards and we will build them to test the 
board layout. We will get the boards Tuesday in San Jose, and I will drive 
to San Jose on Wednesday to deliver the parts to the other prototype 
builders and to get my boards. We plan on having at least 4 of the 
prototypes built and in cases for the NorCal meeting on Sunday, Dec. 1st. 


Here is my schedule for next week: 

Monday: Finish case for "38 Special" (I bet this is a first. 
Someone building a case before they build the kit. But it is possible 
because Ori sent me the layout files. Thanks Ori.) 

Tuesday: Boards arrive at Ori's. 

Wednesday: Doug drives to San Jose, exchanges parts and boards with 
prototype board builders. Doug returns home to build "38 Special". 

Thursday: Leave early in the morning to drive to LA for 
Thanksgiving weekend. 

Friday: Lunch meeting with Charlie Lofgren, John Dundas, Rich 
Fisher and other Zuni Loopers at Charlie's favorite restaurant. I will have 
the "38 Special" and the Rainbow Tuner Prototypes with me. 

Saturday: I will attend TRW and Southern California QRP get together 
being planned by Paul Carreiro at 10:00 AM. Again, I will have prototypes 
with me so if you see me at the swap, introduce yourself and ask to see 
them. Drive home after the swap to Dos Palos. 

Sunday: NorCal meeting at the California Burger Restaurant in 
Pleasanton, west of Livermore at the Santa Rita Exit on 1580. 


Cross your fingers and hope it all comes together. IF there are no 
mistakes on the layout, and everything works ok, we will place the board 
order on Friday for the production run. As soon as we place the order for 
the boards, we will announce on the net via QRP-L and the NorCal page that 
the "38 Special" kits are ready. The board house has told us 10 to 15 
working days for the boards once we place the order. We have the parts for 


200 kits in hand, so all that we have to finish is the manual and get the 
boards to ship the kits. You guys wanted this before Christmas, well it 

just might happen. Kits will be shipped priority mail. Wish us luck. 

Also, the article for the "38 Special" will appear on the NorCal page as
